Grammar ; #nu4 that as ſoon as he would learn the bare rules aloae, 
sf not much ſooner ) ſhall: finde ſuch a furtherance to attain thoſe 
fix belps of Learning,: Which Wiſe Socrates /o much commends, as 
he ſhall got forward With. all eaſe and cheerfulneſſe ever after. 
That I way fally perſwade all men of thetruththereof;I will firſt.

of others. 6Gururine*, one that ts apt to move queſtions, deſirous to 
ſearch out auy doubt, not aſhamed nor -afraid to ache, untill hee be 
fully ſatisfied. 7 pMz2wv©t, one that laveth to be praiſed of his Fi- 
ther, Maſter, or others for his wel-Joing. A child of this nature, 
thus loving prayſe, will fervzatly love and earneſtly defire Lear- 

ning, gladly Iaboar for it,willingly learn of others, boldly aske any 
doubt..Now for theſe helps, though the two firſt be ſpeciall benefits 
of nature, yet may they be much increaſed and preſerved (chiefly 
the Memory) by this perfett underſtanding of all the grounds of 
Grammar, through this plain order, ſo direfHy in all things agree- 
ing with their Accidence. But for the five luſt,there will never any 
meanes be found, whereby they will more | gps be wrought, and 
appear in children, then hereby ; when they can anſwer 7 readily. 
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and perfeftly to every Grammer queſtion. For this (if they be well © 
applyed) will win thens ſuch love from their Maſters and Parents, 
and alſo [uch praiſe and commendations from all-Who' examine 
them, cr hear them poſed with ſo much eaſe through the plainneſſe 
ef it, as Will make them to ſtrive who ſhall carrie away moſt com- = 
mendations ;, and ſo who ſhall take the moſt pains. Aad then the 
firſt Attors being feconded with the help of Grammatical tranſla- 
tions, ſo uſed as 15 preſcribed, not to make them traants,but to lead 
them ſurely by the hand, paſt the difficulty of all Schoole-learning, 
and ſtill afterward with other new ſupplyes of Commentaries 
and the like, ſball make the whole way ſo deliyhtſomae, as.they. ſhall 
never Wax weary in all their courſe, but be ever made more ear- 
neſt to climbe up to the tap of all good Learning. If it be objefted, 
that queſtions of Accidence and Grammar have been ſet forth by 
others, I anſwer, that ſundry have indeed taken very profitable . 
and commendable pains bereia--To all them I acknowledge our 
Schooles much behalden; and theſe my labounrs eſpecially, And 
yet ayming at the ſame generall benefit andfurtherance of Lear- 
ning, which they doe, I hope none of them can be Joy if out of 
all of themt Liid avid compared together, as they have done befire, 
and avit tin all other Learning, T have endeavonred to gather 
ore more plain, eaſie, full; and more agreeing to our Accidexce 
and Grammar in all things ; and to make all their labors of much 
more uſe to Schooles then ever heretofore, without injuring any 
one of them, ſo far as I ſhall be able, For beſides that ſome points 
of principall uſe,and riſing direfty ont-of the Book z are wanting in 
all them, Which here you ſpall finde, they have moreover moſt of 
them many hard and ſtrange queſtions intermixea, not ſo neceſſary 
for the firſt enterers, which doe much trouble the younger ſort, 
Aany alſo of thoſe queſtions in them, which are gathered direfly,

Thave therefore la- 
bowyed to draW theſe ſo; as they may ſerve moſt fitly and eaſily, * 
for all Schools, according to the courſe which muſt Wl neceſſity £ 
taken, ſo long as our Accidence and Grammar remain ; which catt=

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. ot be'attered without very great inconveniencies.to Schoolesand - 
ſetting both Maſter and Schollers almoſt newly to begin to be ac. 
 quainted with their new rules, or at the leaſt to bring mach diſt ur- 

; cant T have alſo ſtriven to make them ſo plain, that not one 
reachers, but even the young Schollers rhemſelves may appoſe one 
another by themgand underſtand each thing fully, For the neceſſary 
queſtions, which I bave adjoyned onely 4 making the reſt more 
cleer, I have ſet an Aſterih upon them, to diſtinguiſh thems from 
thoſe which are contained dire(ty in the Book to uſe ar omit as the 
Maſter will, 1nd a Hand pointing at ſome places which are of moſt 
xeceſſary uſe. For other queſtions (ts the end that our young Schol- 
lers may not be troubled at all with them, nor hindred by them, in 
learning their Accidence, and yet may in fit time be acquainted 
with all of them which ſhall be moſt needfull : that nothing may be 
Wanting hereunto to make our Scholler aſound Grammarian) I 
purpoſe (God willing) ftill more and more, ſo much as ſhall be 
thought fit, to ſet them briefly in the margents over, againſt the 
rules towhich they belong, as { have done ſome already ; or elſe in 
the end, moſt ſhortly by themſelves. Accept this beginning 45 a 
token of my thankefulneſſe to theſe your grave Fatherg, Who have 
deſerved ſo well of the Church of Godgand of all good learning,that 
T wiſh to keep a perpetuall memory of them;and withall as apledge 
of my thankefull affeftion even unto your ſelfe for your ancient 
love,and of my hearty deſire to adde ſomewhat to yours by theſe and 
other my travels, Accept them as a witneſſe of my unfained ſtudie 
for that good, Which I truſt ſeall hereby be conveyed into Schools 
and all good learning, in.makzng the firſt enterance ſo even, as 
that it may be run in with all loving emulation. By the welcome 
and kinde entertainment of my-firſt labonrs, I ſhall be more encou- 
raged to go forward with the Work during my life ; nntill I may ei- 
ther put the laſt hand nnto it, or that others after me may Jpp'y 
whatſoever i Winting in my poore endeavours, being thus happily 
entred into, and whereof I daily receive more comfort and encon- 
ragement.
